SPECIAL PLEA TO ENGLISH

OTTOMAN WARSHIP IS SUNK 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 6.—At a meet- 
ing today in the mosque of St. Sophia, a tele- 
gram of protest against Italy’s declaration 
of war on Turkey was formulated and sent 
to all the parliaments of the world, peace 


and arbitration societies, universities, go0- 


cialist organizations and The Hague Peace 
trfbunal. 

The telegram says the occupation of Trip- 
oli is unjustified and that Italy is unworthy 
of @ place among the great powers. It asks 
whether western civilization has considered 
the effect upon the eastern mind of Italy’s 
brigandage. 

The meeting aleo sent the following mes- 
sage to King Géorge of England: 

“How can a power like England, ruling 
between eighty and ninety millions of Mos- 
lems, regard with complaisant silence the 
declaration of war against the Ottoman na- 
tior and the blockade of Tripoli? Is such 
policy in harmony with the present and fu- 
ture interests af England? 


Italians Rule Tripoli. 

ROME, Oct. 6.—An official statement issued 
today @ays that the Italians have occupied 
the town of Tripoli. Rear Admiral Borea 
Olmos has been appointed governor of 
Tripoli. Further detachments of sailors 
with guns and mitreailleuses were landed 
tedayand the military occupation completed 

it incident. 


Yip German consul general informed Vice 


Admiral. Faravelli that no foreigners had 
been injured during the bombardment at 
Tripell. Neither had any damage been done 
tothelr residences. Six Turkish soldiers and 
six Jews were killed and five soldiers and one 
Jew wounded. | 

Rear Admiral Borea d’Olmo is a distin- 
guished naval officer and son of the master 
of ceremonies at his majesty’s court. 


Arab Chiefs Pledge Obedience. 

After Italian seamen had been landed and 
occupied Fort Sultania the chiefs of the Arab 
tribes adjacent to Tripoli went aboard the 
Italian flagship and gave’their submission. 
They begged the Italians not to resume the 
bombardment. | 

The German consul, as the senior member 
of the consular corps, also visited the flagship 
and asked Vice Admiral Faravelli to assume 
responsibility for the preservation of public 
order and the protection of foreign residents 
in Tripoli. which had been abandoned by the 
Turkish troops. 

Thé cruiser San Marco, which has arrived 
at Agogta, reports that during the bombard- 
ment of Tripoli eight Turkish torpedo boats 
attempted with “incredible audacity ”’ to at- 
tack the Italian battleships. The battle- 
ships fired two shells and sank two of the 
torpedo boats an@ the others fied. None of 
the Italian warships was damaged. 


Recalls Vessels from Albania. 

The intention of the Italian government 
to avoid further incidents on the. Albani 
coast Was frustrated either because Capt. 
Biscaretti, in command of a section of the 
torpedo boat flotilla, had not. received the in- 
structions on this point, or, being provoked 
by the Turks, assumed responsibility for his 
action, 

To @void repetition of such an occurrence, 
the admiralty office has recalled al) ships 
cruising along the Albanian coast. 

Tt is understood that Rear Admiral Aubrey 
ig maneugering in the Aegean sea intending 
tO place ‘warships so that he can capture 
Without destroying the whole Turkish fleet 
if it emerges from its hiding place. 


Tells of Naval Engagement. 

An official statement issued this after- 
noon says:

Giovanni di Medua, on the Albanian coast, 
Upon &n Italian vessel flying a white 
flag.

George Bryant Victim of Mys- 
terious Tragedy; Chauffeur 
Speeds at Pistol Point 


MAN IN CAR DAYTON RED? 


George Bryant, said by the police to bea 
thief with a record, was shot and probably 
fatally wounded last night at West Twelfth 
and South Leavitt streets by a unidentified 
man. .The shooting took place shortly after 
10 o'clock and was witnessed by a half dozen 
persons. 

The man who shot Bryant had been riding 
The vehicle 
had drawn up at the curb near the side en- 
trance to ‘‘ Eddie ’ Shannon’s saloon. 

Bryant alighted and started away.’ His 
companion got out of the autdmobile an in- 
stant later and called to hint. As Bryant 
turned bystanders saw a flash of flame from 
the muzzle of a revolver that had been 
whipped out by the second man. There were 
four reports in rapid succession. | Bryant 
rolled to the curb and fell inthe street. Then, 
unassisted, he scrambled to his feet and ran 
into the alley In the rear of the saloon. 


Pistol at Head, Chauffeur Speeds. 

The assailant climbed back into the car. 
He pointed his revolver at the chauffeur and 
said: 

“Get me away from here quick or you'll 
get the same.” 

The driver hesitated, opened his mouth 
closed it, and threw the car “into the high.” 
The machine disappeared in the darkness, 
going north on Leavitt street. 

The police were called. They found E4d- 
ward Shannon bending over the injured 
man, who was saying: “Call my brother. 
Tell Fred about this.”’ 

‘““Who did it?’ they asked Bryant. He 
shut his mouth and moved his head from 
side to side. 

‘Dayton Red did it.’ said Shannon. Bry- 
ant shot a warning look at Shannon, but was 
unheeded. 


Shannon Tells of Shooting.

It was found he was too badly injured 
to make the probing for bullets possible. His 
wounds were dressed. At ae ae he lost 


consciousness. | 
Hunt for “Dayton Red.” 

Of the four bullets fired three had found 
thelr target. Two pierced Bryant's abdomen 
The third lodged in his left arm. The physi- 
cians held out small hope for recovery. 

There are three theories of the motive for 
the attack. One is that the two thieves fell 
out over the division of loot. Both men are 
suspected of implication in the recent taxi- 
cab robberies. A pair of crooks have made 
it-a practice to hire an automobile, drive out 
to a lonely spot. and rob the chauffeur. 

A second theory is that the two men quar- 
reled Over a woman to whom they are both 
said to have been paying attenti The 
third is that one slugger was out to get an- 
other. 

William W., or “ Dayton Red,” Walsh has 
been known as a burglar, slugger, and thief 
for fifteen years. His picture is in the rogues’ 
gallery. He has often been mistaken for a 
crook called ‘‘ Red Creighton,” but the police

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—Berlin is ringing with 
the scandal of the trial of Count Gishert 
Wolff Metternich, accused of fraud, forgery, 
and of being a card sharper. 

Against the effort to brand him as a soria] 
blackleg!' and schemer Metternich has ruth- 
lessly torn aside curtains of respectability 
and disclosed a condition of affairs in the 
society of the German capital which the Ger- 
mam press finds: startling and. reprehensible 
to the last degree. 

The dashing, debonair Metternich, with his 
Claim to a distant connection with the roval 
house of Hapsburg of Austria, explains his 
actions of incurring vast debts on an income 
of $7 a month by flatly @eclaring that he had 
every reason to expect that he wou!d contract 
marriage with an heiress. He namestwo fair 
young women of vast fortunes. 

Openly he has named Dolly Wertheim, the 
young and beautiful | daughter of Wolff 
Wertheim, Berlin's richest storekeeper, as 
baving been betrothed to him. 


Names Wealthy Spanish Woman. 

The other heiress he “ had on his string "’ he 
asserts to have heen a Spanish millionairess, 
who makes her home th New York City. So 
far Metternich has withheld her name. She 


as “Donna Mercedes.” 

Metternich's assertion that he was onre 
the accepted suitor of Dolly Wertheim has 
called forth the bitterest denunciation from 
the girls mother, Frau Wertheim. Mostcon- 
temptuously she has said that the only man. 
ner in which the count ever got into the Wert- 
heim household was as @ sort of lackey, fetch- 
ing and carrying for herself and daughter. 

Metternich has turned on the frau even 
more fiercely than she|on him, accusing her 
of being the most outrageous of social climb- 
ers, and saying that tn the hope of securing 
this end she was willing to sacrifice her 
daughter's purity. He quotes the wealthy 
frau as saying to her daughter: 

‘““I would rather you would become the 
mistress of a prince than the wife of a no- 
body.”’ 

Letters from Dolly to friends have been 
brought out in court, and the expert, Prof. 
Kulenberg, testified onthe witness stand: 

‘*In these letters one feels the heavy scent- 
laden atmosphere and hot breath of Salome. 
This girl is a worthy daughter of this modern 
hHierocias,”’ 

Father’s Mistress Called ‘‘Aunt.’’ 

In one of these letters Dolly: relates that 
when she was only 6 years old her mother 
showed her a photograph of one of her fath- 
er’s mistresses and said to her, ** Dolly, that's 
your aunt.” 

Dolly’s mother is quoted as saying that 
her daughter should not marry until she 
was 22, but that her mother did not have the 
least objection to her) having extra matri- 
monial relations between 18 and 22, ** bugshe 
must not have the same friend for more than 
two weeks running.”’ 

“1 was so wholly accepted as Dolly’s fu- 
ture husband,” Metternich says, ‘“‘ that her 
mother permitted me access to Dolly’s bou- 
doir, and there Dolly and I have often sat on 
a big divan unti] 2 and $ o’clock in the morn. 
ing. We kissed and cuddled for hours, just 
as two lovers would.” 

‘Would that be strange if Fraulein Dolly 
was of an immoral character?” he was 
asked. 

‘Perhaps not,’ replied Metternich, “* but 
under the actual circumstances, my being 
admitted there with her mother’s knowledge. 
could I suppose I was regarded as anything 
except tne future son-in-law of the family? © 


Frau Bitter Toward Daughter, 

Metternich has proved that Frau Werth- 
eim, because Dolly did not fall whoelly into 
the idea of sacrificing Nerse!f to promote her 
mother’s social ambitions, felt bitter toward 
the girl. Once, it was shown, the wife of 
the wealthy storekeeper had publicly excort- 
ated her daughter as being an utterly im- 
moral person, using language that the Ger- 
man newspapers found impossible to print. 

“You shan’t marry) a commoner,” the 
mother, it was testified; once told her daugh- 
ter, ‘unless it’s a Vanderbilt or a Roths- 
child,” and again she is said to have publicly 
declared of the Duke/}of the Abruzzi: ‘It 
looks as if he was just about ready to fall 
into Dolly’s arms.” 

Metternich says her disgusting quarrels 
with her daughter dnd the parvenu char- 
acter of the house became so notorious that 
the colonels of regiments in Berlin issued 
strict orders to their subordinate officers to 
eschew the Werthelm house, its dinners, and 
its entertainment.

Frau Wertheim has asserted that during 
all the time that Metternich says he was 
her daughter's accepted suitor, Lieutenant 
von Wetter was really the man that she ex- 
pected would marry her daughter. The ltieu- 
tenant, a handsome young officer, was called 
to the stand and admitted that at one time 
he was a candidate for Dolly's hand. 

“I soon gave up my attentions [0 her.” he 
testified, ‘‘ when I learned that in order fo 
marry Dolly I should be obliged to quit my 
regiment.”

Black River Falls, Wis.. Oct. 6 —[Special.] 
—~Half the business section of this city ana 
@ portion of tiie residence section was de- 
setroyed this afternoon.when the swollen wat- 
ers of Black river overflowed the dam of 
the La Crosse *Water and Power company 
at Hatfield in a deluge that did damage estt- 
matea at between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 

Recent heavy rains were responsible for 
the break in the embankments of the dam 
when the overflow occurred. Hatfield is only 
a few miles above Black River Fa!l's, and 
when the dam went out there was time for 
merely a brief warning to residents of this 
city, so that almost none of the movable 
Stock in stores and warehouses was salvaged. 

While the flood was not of the sudden, over- 
whelming sort that obliterated the village 
of Austin, Pa., at least two lives are thought 
to have been lost when farmhouses just 
below the dam were swept away. The 2,000 
residents of this city, however, are scattered 
about different pafts of town’and a census 
may disclose that others have perisbed. 


Many Villages in Flood Path. 
The swollen river is sweeping remorselesshy 
on toward the dozen or more villages below 
Black River Falls, including Roaring Creek, 
Irving. North Bend, Holmen. Lyties, Midway, 
and Onalaska.

No precautions vould be taken to stop the 
wrecking of the town, the residents finding 
it a difficult problem 
themselves arid their families and more valu- 
able possessions. None of the stocks inths 
stores was saved and little of the heavier 
furniture in the houses, the people, although 
they knew of the overflowing of the Hatfield 
dam, showing little fear of its effects unti! 
the waters burst upon them. 

The city is tonight in darkness, the eclec- 
tric ight plant being one of the first agen- 
cies to be put out of commission. 

The disaster followed rains which lasted 
almost a week. The dams withstood the 
pressure, but In each case the river washed 
around the side, taking out a big section 
of the river bank and coming down upon 
the country below in almost as great volums 
as if the dame had been swept away. 

The property of the water power compar, 
is believed to be not great’y damaged, the 
breaks on the side reileving the pressure, 
and tonight it is said that the main dam.

Late B. C. Slaney, Chureh Treas- 
urer, Head of System, It-Is Said. 


FRAUDS COVER, FIVE. YEARS. 


Respected at Time of His Demise; Suit 
Filed. 


Death has exposed forgeries ta the amount 
of $16,000, it is alleged, made by B. C. Slaney, 
treasurer of St. Margaret's churth, while he 
was employed in the office of) the United 
States Desk and Office Fitting tompany, 23 
East Jackson boulevard. It is declared he 
perpetrated 265 separate forgeri¢s. 

Slaney died in October, 1909. Yesterday a 
suit for the recovery of $10,287.70 was 
brought in Judge Rooney's court by the desk 
company against the National Bank of the 
Republic. Officials of the desk cOMpany say 
that fully $6,000 has been lost. | 

Slaney was a nephew of Willfam Lumley, 
manager of the desk company. He entered , 
the employ of the firm in 1901. (At the time 
his relationship to the managér, his high 
standing as a church member, And his un- 
questioned business reputation chused him to 
be treated with unlimited confidence. 


Began in 1904, It Is Said. 

His forgeries, it is charged in the suit, 
began in January, 1904, and continued until 
the month of his death. Few of them were 
for large amounts, the most, it is said, being 
made in the form of small office requisitions. 

The desk company charges the bank with 
carelessness in permitting the forgeries to 
slip through. The bank makes a counter 
charge of like character, saying that it was 
the fault of the desk firm that the forgeries 
were not discovered shortly after they began. 


Dies Honored by All. 

Slaney’s home was in Windsor Park. He 
died without a blemish to his reputation as 
a churchman and honest worker, and the 
alleged forgeries themselves were concealed 
as lore as possible. The accused man left 
a widow and two children. Both are still 
in Chicago.

Wool Bill Veto Favored. 

Tie president's tariff policies meet with ¢he 
approval of the thousands of wool growers 
in Utah and the financial interests dependent 
on that industry. The state’s representatives 
at Washington were against any reduction 
of the wool duty, and Mr. Taft’s veto of the 
woo! bill during the lasi session of congress 
is applauded not only by the sheep growers 
but by the city business men. 

The interest In maintaining @ high tariff 
is exceptionally strong throughout the mem- 
bership of the Mormog church, which con- 
iro.s a latge part cof the beet sugar production 
of the world. To protect the duty on sugar 
from being pared down is the special care of 
Senator Smoot, one of the leading officers 
of the church.

ers as "HILDA LESSWAYS,” the

could materialize her and cause her to stand 
before him, as the worship of Pygmalion 

caused Galatea to do, Hilda would abash 

Arnold Bennett. and that he would tremble, 

as George Cannon and Edward Clayhanger 

did before the mystery of her passionate 

frown. and the deep feminine reserves of 


her naturé.

There are over 500 pages of “ Hilda Less- 
Ways,’ yet Bennett has carried the story only 
a little way. Another novel is to be written 
which will at last bring Edward Clayhanger 
and Hilda Lessways together after they 
have long followed their lonely roads. The 
reader is kept in the middle ground, as the 
artists would put it, and is never permitted 


to become really neighborly with this strange. 


heroine. 


Hilda is a silent soul, and, as has been said 


betore, Mr. Bennett is not acquainted with 
her. He sees her moving against the mottled 
background of life, a tense, concentrated 
creature, wonderful with youth andtfeminin- 
ity, and dominated by her instincts. She looks 
at the world with the eyes of impotent genius 
—sees the sunset, hears the wind, submits 
to the kisses of men, beholds death, bears, 
a child with terrible yet beautiful awareness 
of the splendor and the mystery of life. She 
is not refiective, but she has a deep imtelli- 
gence—the sort of intelligence that causes 
her to appreciate great moments when they 
arrive.

Tt is Bennett’s peculiar talent that he can 
insist upon the overw helming predominance 
of the commonplace, and that he can depict 
the commonplace till the tedium of it sat- 
urates the very soul of the reader, and yet 


that he can all of the time keep the star of: 


beauty faithfully before the gaze. It is as 
if he compelled us to travel the weary miles 
of an old mfme, and kept for our hope only 
the one guarded flame at the shaft. 

Certainly Hilda,-moving from one unin- 
teresting place to another, surrounded by 
the old, the ill, the dull, with the mess of a 
boarding house about her, anda heavy lover 
(Cannon) to stand for a more or tess offen- 
siye romance, ought not, logically speaking, 
to absorb our attention. But it is her very 
submergence in the sea of the commonplace 
that identifies her with the rest of us. She, 
like the readers of the book, must snatch at 
joy, at charm and loveliness as a man in 
the bread line snatches at his meager ration, 
‘f she is to have any of itatall. 

She, like the rest of us, is wrapped and 
swathed in reticence. Not only is it her in- 
stinct to refrain from relating her emotions 
but she could not do so if she would. She 
can only draw her dark, heavy brows to- 
gether and look out wistfully at the pageant 
of life; or now and then, if she swings diz- 
zily into it for a moment, and marches to 
the beat of the Victorious drums, she must 
drop out presently, broken and saddened, and 
pay a creat price for her hour of ecstasy.

Bennett is unusual in that he has the power 
to portray men and women equally well. 
Stevenson and Kipling in their best days 
were unable to offer anything satisfactory in 
the way of feminine psychology. Mr. Henry 
James has not yet learned the measure of 
aman. But Mr. Bennett is not robustious at 
any time, either with men or women, and de- 
picts both withSerene power. He takes the 
products of civilization, the creatures of old 
world eonditions, admits their attenuations, 
confesses .to their inherited fatigues or their 
congenita! defect$, recognizes the limitations 
of their spfrits, and contrives somehow to 
set them before us, palpitating with life, all 
of them eager to defend their defective per- 
sondlities, avid for the prolongation of their 
modified existence. Bennett is, par excel-’ 
lence, the novelist of civilization. He studies 
the species and the individual. He has, per- 
haps, a preference, even as Darwin had in 
his latter days, for grubs, but he imbues the 
reader with his intense scientific interest.

Merwin, which Houghton-Miffiin com- 

pany will publish immediately. The firm 

is the publisher of Bret Harte’s books, and 
the Osgood firm, which was Ais original pub- 
lishers, was absorbed by it. This is not the 
first lif@ of Bret Harte to be published, There 
was one by T. Edgar Pemberton brought 
out in England shortly, after his death. I 
knew Bret Harte from the day that he ar- 
rived in New York from California to the 
day of |his death. I knew his faults and I 
knew his virtues, and he had plenty of both. 
He gave up the editorship of the Overland 
Monthly and came east to edit Every Satur- 
day for Osgood, which was to be run on the 
lines of Harper’s Weekly. Every Saturday 
‘originally was a small periodical, a Httle 
larger than the Outlook, unillustrated, ang 
made up of selections from foreign period- 
icals. It was exceedingly popular, and, I 
imagine, made money in its original form, 
but when it turned into an illustrated week- 
ly it had but a short career. As K was at 
first it was without a rival; asit was at least, 
it had many and powerful ones, and Bret 
Harte was not the man to edit that sort of 
a periodical. 

Bret Harte first attracted attention with the 
ballad ‘‘'The Heathen Chinee.'’’ Then people 
began to read his stories, and I doubt if any 
American author ever took a quicker or a 
firmer hold upon the American people than 
did Bret Harte in the days when he was writ- 
ing his first California tales. Those stories 
have never been equaled, not even by himself. 
He either lost his grip on California life, or 
something, I don't know what, but his latest 
stories were not comparable to his earlier 
Ones. His books did not have a wide sale as 
sales go today, and yet every one seemed to 
have known his stories and to have read 


them. 


—o- 

Mr. Merwin writes freely of Bret Harte’s 
shortcomings, of his laxness in money mat- 
-ters, for he could not well write a life of 
Harte without mentioning this peculiarity of 
his. If he had come into his own today in- 
stead of nearly half a century ago perhaps he 
would not have been so lax in money matters, 
because he would have made so much more 
money that it would not have been necessary 
for him to borrow right and left as hé did. 
say ‘‘ borrow,’’ for that was what he called it. 
And yet with all his failings Bret Harte was 
one of the most attractive men that I ever 
met. He tried to make money, poor maf, as 
a lecturer, but was not a success on the plat- 
form; he/ hated it, perhaps that was the rea- 
son why he was not more successful: he dis- 
liked to put himself forward in any way. 
Where he shone best was among his friends, 
not in the crowd. 

Before Bret Harte left California it had 
been proposed to him by some persons in Chi- 
cago to become the editor and part proprietor 
of a magazine called the Lakeside Monthly 
To quote from Mr. Merwin: 

A dinner was arranged to take place soon after 
his arrival|/in Chicago, at. which Mr. Harte might 
Meet the men who were to furnish the capital for 
this purpose. But the guest of the evening did 
not appear! Many stories were told in explanation 
of his absence: and Bret Harte’s own acc ount is 
fhus stated by Mr. Noah Brooks: ‘‘ When ] met 
Harte in*New York I asked him about the Inci- 
dent, and he said: ‘ In Chicago] stayed with rela- 
tions of my wife’s, who lived on the north side, or 
the.east side, or the northeast side, or the Lord 
knows where, and when I accepted an“invitation 
to dinner jn a hotel in the center of the city I ex- 
pected that a guide would be sent me. I was a 
stranger in a strange city: a carriage was not 
easily to be obtained in the neighborhood where I 
was, and, in utter ignorance of the way I should 
take to reach the hotel, I waited for a guide unti! 
the hour for dinner had passed. and then gat down, 
as your friend. 8. P. D., said to you in California. 
“‘en famille, with my family.’’ That's all there 
was to it.’ ’’ | 

Mr. Pemberton, commenting of this explanation, 
says: ‘‘I ean readily picture Bret Harte, as the 
unwelcome dinner hour approached, making ex- 
cuses to himself for himself and conjuring up that 
hitherto unsuggested ‘ guide.’ '’ 

That Mr,/Pemberton was right as to the ‘t guide ”’ 
being an afterthought, is proved by the followine 
account, for which the author of this book is in- 
debted to Mr. Francis F. Browne, at‘that time 
editor of the Lakeside Monthly: 

‘* IT remember quite clearly Mr. Harte’s visit to 
my office-—a small, rather youthful looking but 
alert young man of pleasing manners and conversa.- 
tion. We talked of the literary situation, and he 
seemed impressed with the opportunity offered by 
Chicago for a high class literary enterprise. A day 
or two after his arrival here Mr. Harte was in- 
vited to a dinner at the house of a prominent eiti- 
zen, to meet the gentlemen who were expected to 
become interested in the magazine project with, 
him. Mr. Harte accepted the Invitation. There ig 
no doubt that he intended going, for he was in my 
office the affterndon of the dinner, and left about 
5 o'clock, gaying he was Ek home to dress for 
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or, as it is known here in |the playbills, 


per se, is no doubt, 


has a better standing in what is called ‘* society * 
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the occasion. But he did not appear nt the dinner; 
nor did he send any @xplanation whatever. There 
being then no telephone, no explanation was given 
until the next day. and it ‘was ther to the effect 
that he had supposed a carriage would be sent 
for him, and had waited for it unt}! too late to 
start. A friend of the author tells me that he 
previously had asked Mr. Harte whether he should 
call for him and take him to dinner; Hut Mr. Harte 
assured him that this was not at all n¢cessary, that 
he knew perfectly well how to find the place. The 
other members: of the party, however, were on 
hand, and, after waiting, with no little surprtite, 
for the chief guest to appear, they proceeded to 
eat their dinner and disperse: but Mr Harte an 
the project of a litera connection jwith him !

‘* It is evident that for some reason, unk@wn 
outside of his own family, Bret Harte could not 
or would not attend the dinner, anil simply re- 
mained away.

Forget Law Was Repealed, 

Former Ald. Edward Novak, Representa- 
tive John O. Hruby of the Fifteenth district, 
and others filed a petition to County Judge 
Owens asking that the whole of Cook county 
be included in a forest preserve. It was sup- 
posed that by the forestry act of June 16, 
1909, this would place the appointment of a 
president and four members of the preserve 
in the hands of President Bartzen of the 
county board. 

These members could vote salaries, employ 
a force, condemn property, and to almost as 
they pleased. thereby becoming an important 
adjunct to the president of the board. 

The petitioners had forgotten that last 
June the Illinois Supreme court gave a de- 
cision knocking out the existing forestry dis- 
trict, and, many lawyers believe, making the 
law unconstitutional. If it disposed of the 
whole law, it disposed of the provision re- 
pealing the old forestry act of 1905. Hence, 
lawyers say, there is no reas@n why the 
law of 1905 is not now in force. 


Governor Gets More Power. 

Section 2 of the law says in part: ‘“‘ The 
affairs of such district shal! be managed by 
a president and six icommissionérs, not more 
than four of whom shall be members of the 
‘game political party, who, together with their 
successors, shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor.”’ 

The petition contains 1,000 signatures and 
asks that the creation of the preseérve be voted 
on at the November election. 

Judge Owens examined the petition and 
turned the matter over to the election com- 
missioners, expressing doubt as to the val- 
idity of many of the signatures, Many are 
written in pencil and are illegible. If the 
petition should be approved, there will be a 
day set when citizens may present argu- 
ments.
